REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Examiner agrees with Aplicant arguments that polymerizable monomers of 
claims 2 and 4 are patentable distinct from the monomers of the closest prior art (Gilbert 
et al. Gilbert's monomer, which has amino groups in ortho position to each other is used 
to obtain a polymer with benzoheterocyclic nitrogen, while inventive monomer, having 
NH2 groups in para-positions, is a starting material for a polyamide. 

In addition, ortho- and para diamines have different physical properties. For 
instance, melting points of those monomers are expected to be vastly different. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
